Attained T hr ow Much Light on Past 


History of Continent. 


London. March 
24 .—Lieutenant E. 
H. Shackelton of the British navy, 
commander of the Antarctic expedi­ 
tion which returned on the barkentine 
Nimrod to Invercargill, New Zealand, 
although J#e did not achieve his ob­ 
ject, succeeded in getting within 111 
m iles of the pole. 
The Nimrod expe­ 
dition left England in July, 1907, and 
after reaching the ice fields and mak­ 
ing the most elaborate preparations, 
the 
main expedition 
started on 
a 
•ledge journey which occupied 126 
days and traversed 1,708 miles south­ 
ward. 
The explorers reached latitude 
88.23 and longitude 162 east, which 
w as estimated as 111 miles from the 
pole. 
At the point where the expedition 
w as compelled to turn back the land 
was 9,000 feet in altitude, trending 
southward in a vast Held of snow, no 
mountains being in sight. 
A second party pushed forward to 
the southern magnetic pole at latitude 
72.25, longitude 154 east. 
The Brit­ 
ish flag was left flying at both points. 
The ascent of Mount Erebus was ac­ 
complished with difficulty, and geolog­ 
ical discoveries of great importance 
were made. 
The results attained have 
thrown much light on the past his­ 
tory of the Antarctic continent. 
The 
expedition suffered no loss of life. 
The narrative of Lieutenant Shack- 
leton’s achievements shows that the 
expedition endured the greatest trials 
and privations. 
The motor car, which w as useful in 
the preliminary expeditions, failed on 
the uneven surface of the barriers of 
ice. 
Briefly summarized, the results 
of the expedition are that a point was 
reached within 111 miles of the South 
Pole; 
the magnetic pole was also 
reached; eight mountain chains were 
discovered, and IOO mountains. Mount 
Erebus, 13,120 fe^jt in altitude, was 
ascended by the party; a new coast 
and high mountains were located run­ 
ning west from Victoria Land, and 
coal measures were discovered in the 
Antarctic continent. 
The theory of 
the existence of an area of atm os­ 
pheric calm around the South Pole 
w as disproved.

Balloon America W a s in the Air Less 


Than T wo Ho urs and Landed Only 


Fifteen Miles From Pasadena, C a t 


Aeronauts Wandered Aim le ssly Ovei 


the Mo untains Until Th e y C am e to 


a Ranch. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 24.— A fter , 
one of the most harrow ing experiences 
in th e history of ballooning, C aptain | 
A. E. Muller and his five com panions; 
who ascended in the big F erris racing* 
balloon "A m erica” at P a sa d e n a last 
Saturday afternoon and becam e lost 
in the 
S ie r r a Madre m ountains, a r ­ 
rived 
011 foot at Sw itzer's cam p on 
the slopes of Mount Wilson unharm ed. 
T he men passed through a series 
of hardships the details of which have 
not 
been 
learned. 
A rriving 
at 
Switz* r’s camp, they w ere provided 
with horses and began th e descent 
from th ere to Pasadena over a tor­ 
tuous and 
slippery trail. 
A 
single 
telephone wire across the m ountains 
brought 
tlie first word of their hMi 
rival at the cam p to the relatives in 
Pasadena. 
T he 
wire 
shortly 
failed 
and but little inform ation reg ard in g 
the hazardous trip was obtained until 
the men reached Pasadena. 
T h e balloon was in the air less than 
two hours, 
it 
was carried by 
the 
strong north wind over the mile-high 
sum mit of Mount Lowe and sw ep t on 
across the intervening peaks and c an ­ 
yons to th e lofty sum m it of Mount 
Gabrial. 
H ere 
ballast 
was 
th ro w n , 
out and tiie balloon soared aw ay to- j 
ward S traw b erry peak, on th e third ; 
range. 


Successful Landing Made. 


Crossing this at a low altitude, th e 
balloon encountered a strong current : 
of cold air, which brought it rapidly I 
to earth.

party traveled through Monday n ig h t 
and until T uesday afternoon, when 
they suddenly came upon Sw itzer’s 
camp, in the side of th e m ountain 
about ten m iles from Pesadena by di­ 
rect route.

The bill was one prepared by 
the judiciary committee after argu­ 
ment In which the best lawyers of the 
state talked on the constitutionality 
of the proposed act. 
The bill pro­ 
hibits the usual trading stamp, but 
permits them when the article is 
stated for which the stamp is good 
and provided that no definite number 
of stamps be required before some­ 
thing is obtainable. 
Two state senators indulged in per­ 
sonalities at the meeting of the sub­ 
committee of the senate roads and 
bridges committee appointed to appor­ 
tion the $300,000 road and bridge ap­ 
propriation, generally known as the 
“pork barrel.” 
The approtionment of 
two years ago, with a 50 per cent in­ 
crease to use up the additional $100,- 
000, was made in all except two coun­ 
ties. 
It was over these two counties 
that the miniature storm occurred, 
and it ended by the sub-committee 
passing a motion to reduce the amount 
for Meeker county by $75, and apply 
it to Todd county. 
The measure offered by E. E. Lo- 
beek of Alexandria providing for a 
state-wide prohibition and Represen­ 
tative Lee's anti-treating bill were 
both killed in the house. 
There were 
sixty-one votes against the former and 
thirty-eight for it, while Lee’s motion 
for rejecting an adverse report on his 
measure was lost by a vote of 40 
to 59.

exempted them entirely from taxation. 
There was a question as to the con­ 
stitutionality of exempting them en­ 
tirely, so he proposed this nominal 
tax.

Stuart bill 
applies only to 
mortgages on real estate. 
A bill for a 
nominal tax of throe mills on other 
credits, such as state, county and mu­ 
nicipal bonds, notes, accounts, tax 
certificates and the like was intro 
duced by C. M. Bendixen of Morgan 
and T. J. Kneeland of Minneapolis. 


Reapportionment Plan. 


Copies of the reapportionment plan 
which 
the 
committee'' of 
the 
two 
houses are working on were handed to 
members of both houses. The scheme 
calls for fifty senators, instead of six 
ty-three, as at present, but does not 
reduce the present number of repre­ 
sentatives, 119. 
The senate apportion 
ment is based on one for each 40,000 
and for representatives one for each 
county with one for each 15,000 addi­ 
tional. 
Every county, except two or 
three of the new counties in the north­ 
ern part of the state, gets a represen­ 
tative. 
Ramsey 
and 
Hennepin 
get 
the same number as at present—five 
senators and eleven representatives 
in Ramsey, and seven senators and 
sixteen representatives in Hennepin— 
bul some changes are made in the dis­ 
tricts. 
Kerry Conley of Rochester intro­ 
duced a bill in the house designed to 
permit a packing plant to locate at 
the proposed Armour site provided it 
is true, as Minneapolis contends, that 
modern packing plants are odorless 
and inoffensive. 
His bill requires any 
person, firm or corporation establish­ 
ing a soap factory, tannery, stock 
yard, rendering plant, packing plant 
or any other business of a nature that 
may be offensive within four miles 
of any state Institution of learning, 
to give a bond to the state in a sum 
equal to 25 per cent of the cost of 
the plant, which bond shall be for­ 
feited to the state whenever their i 
plant becomes offensive or obnoxious 
to the state institutions and they do 
not remove the offense. 
Some of the house members are sor­ 
ry now • that they passed the new 
prison bill, and a resolution for a 
committee of five to investigate the 
m atter was presented to the house.

Balloon America Was in the Air Less 


Than Two Hours and Landed Only; 


Fifteen Miles From Pasadena, Cal. j 


Aeronauts Wandered Aimlessly Over , 


the Mountains Until They Came to 


a Ranch. 


Los Angelos, Cal., March 24.—After 
one of the most harrowing experiences 
In the history of ballooning, Captain 
A. E. Muller and his five companions 
who ascended in the big Ferris racing 1 
balloon “America” at Pasadena last 
Saturday afternoon and became lost 
in the Sierra Madre mountains, ar­ 
rived on foot at Switzer’s camp on 
the slopes of .Mount Wilson unharmed. 
The men passed through a series 
of hardships the details of which have 
not 
been 
learned. 
Arriving 
at 
Switzer’s camp, they were provided 
with horses and began the descent 
from there to Pasadena over a tor­ 
tuous and 
slippery trail. 
A single 
telephone wire across the mountains 
brought the first word of their ar-' 
rival at the camp to the relatives in 
Pasadena. 
The wire shortly failed 
and but little information regarding 
the hazardous trip was obtained until 
the men reached Pasadena. 
The balloon was in the air less than 
two hours. 
It was carried by the 
strong north wind over the mile-high 
summit of Mount Lowe and swept on 
ac ross the intervening peaks and can­ 
yons to the lofty summit of Mount 
Gabrial. 
Here 
ballast 
was 
thrown j 
out and the balloon soared away to- \ 
ward Strawberry peak, on the third j 
range. 


Successful Landing Made. 


Crossing this at a low altitude, the 
balloon encountered a strong current 
of cold air, which brought it rapidly 
to earth. 
A successful landing was 
effected on the north side of Straw­ 
berry peak in what is known as Lit­ 
tle To j anga canyon about 5 o’clock 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
less than two 
hours after their ascension at Pasa­ 
dena. 
Tho distance covered was less 
than fifteen milos in a direct line, but 
by any possible foot route many times 
that distance. 
The aeronauts wandered aimlessly 
over the mountains until 1:30 Sunday 
afternoon, when they unexpectedly 
came to Colby's ranch, an Isolated 
habitation, far from any road and 
without communication with the out­ 
side world. 
In the meantime a terrific blizzard 
had swept over the mountains and for 
hours the men suffered from the cold. 
The 
meager 
supply 
of 
provisions 
which they carried was sufficient to 
guarantee them against hunger until 
their arrival at the ranch. 
At the ranch the party remained 
until 
Monday afternoon. when the 
storm ceased. 
They immediately took 
up the snow-choked trails across the 
mountains 
toward 
Pasadena. 
The 
party traveled through Monday night 
and until Tuesday afternoon, when 
they suddenly came upon Switzer’s 
camp, in the side of the mountain 
about ten miles from Pesadena by di­ 
rect route. 
A party of rescuers on 
horseback was at Switzer’s, having 
just returned after a twenty-four hour 
search for the missing men.

m ent’s position with reference to the 
strike of the postal employes and sev­ 
eral ot the members of the strike com­ 
mission 
(Consider the 
government’s 
term s 
amply 
satisfactory, 
the 
hot 
heads at a big meeting succeeded in 
postponing final action for a day. 
Not content with winning all the 
substantial points for which they con­ 
tended, including the elimination of 
Under Secretary Simyan, whose re­ 
tirem ent it is understood is only a 
question of hours, the militant strike 
leaders want to force the government 
to a public confession of defeat by the 
dismissal of M. Simyan, who is ex­ 
trem ely obnoxious to the state em­ 
ployes. 
One of the speakers at the 
m eeting threatened that the move­ 
m ent would be turned into a “revolu­ 
tionary strike” unless satisfaction was 
given on this point. 
The political opponents of the gov­ 
ernm ent are making the most of its 
predicament. 
M. Gauthier, the Na­ 
tionalist 
deputy, 
in 
the 
chamber 
taunted 
the 
Radicals 
with 
having 
raised up a power before which the 
government and a supine majority are 
now cowering. 
The Journal des De­ 
bats considers the outcome a triumph 
for revolutionary unionism and de­ 
clares that the government has capitu­ 
lated because It realizes its impoten­ 
cy to accept battle. 
The strike leaders had several con­ 
ferences with the ministers. 
Premier 
Clemenceau met a deputation and 
said that the government would under­ 
take a settlement in a conciliatory 
spirit, but it must refuse to bind it­ 
self with promises. 
The deputation 
was particularly anxious for the rein­ 
statem ent of MM. Orangier and Si- 
raonet, but the premier would not ac­ 
cede to this. 
These men were the 
ringleaders of the strike 
in 
1906, 
when they Indulged in most Inflamma­ 
tory and insulting speeches against 
the government. They were dismissed 
from the service on this account.
